I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Report 
for  the  years  1955  and  1956,  The  figures  call  for  little  coni'ient 
and  conform  fairly  closely  to  the  National  average. 

During  the  years  concerned  vje  were  lucky  in 
remaining  clear  of  any  major  epidemic  in  the  Council’s  area.  There 
■vvore,  unfortunately,  several  cases  of  paratyphoid  Fever  at  a  local 
Mental  Hospital  and  v;e  naturally  had  fears  that  amongst  this  typo 
of  patient  the  infection  might  spread  rapidly.  Fortunately  the  in 
infection  was  well  contained  and  I  think  this  v/as  mainly  due  to  the 
energetic  measures  taken  by  the  Superintendent  and  his  Staff, 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  once  again  no  case 
of  diphtheria  v;as  notified.  Hov/ever,  this  does  not  call  for  any 

relaxation  in  the  immunisation  programme,  and  as  this  can  now  be 

combined  vjith  immunisation  against  VJiiooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  in  the 

one  course  of  injecticn,  it  should  prove  of  even  more  value  in 

preventing  those  infections. 

The  Council’s  Housing  Programrae  has  proceeded 
smoothly  and  it  is  now  the  question  of  Slum  Clearance  which  is 
placing  a  heavy  strain  on  the  Health  Department. 

I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  v\;ork 
of  your  Public  Health  Staff,  the  Clerk,  and  other  mombers  of  the 
Council,  v;ho  have  at  all  times  been  most  helpful.

Ivir.  Chairraan  and  Gentlemen , 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  eighth  and  ninth 
Annual  Reports  on  the  Environmental  Health  Services  of  the  Urban 
District  for  the  years  ending  31st  December  1955  and  1956. 

The  tvjo  years  under  revie^v  are  notable  for  the  in¬ 
crease  in  activity  in  respect  to  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses 
and  to  the  impetus  given  to  the  improvemnet  in  food  hygiene  pro¬ 
duced  by  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 
1955. 


The  Council  approved  a  programme  for  the  clearance 
of  about  one  eleventh  of  all  houses  in  the  town  as  unfit.  t/hilst 
a  good  start  was  made  in  implementing  this  programme,  it  is 
essential  that  a  flov,'  of  nevj  houses  is  ensured  to  enable  re¬ 
housing  of  the  displaced  families  to  bo  achieved. 

In  spite  of  few  newly  built  houses  having  become 
available  during  the  two  years  under  revievj,  casual  lettings  have 
enabled  the  Council  to  rehouse  a  number  of  families  from  the 
waiting  list.  It  can  safely  be  said  that  the  needs  of  families 
on  the  list  at  present  bear  no  relationship  to  these  five  years 
ago,  due  to  the  stead^^  progress  that  has  been  made.  It  would  seem 
likely  that  when  replacement  houses  for  those  unfit  have  been 
provided  casual  lettings  might  well  cope  with  normal  re-housing 
needs . 


The  Council  has  continued  to  control  the  public 
Slaughterhouses  and  in  spite  of  staffing  difficulties  has  provided 
a  good  service.  The  promises  are  limited  in  many  ways  and  as  soon 
as  the  Government's  slaughterhouse  policy  is  settled,  the  Council 
must  undoubtedly  consider  the  need  for  alternative  premises. 

The  food  traders  of  the  town  have  on  the  whole 
responded  very  well  to  the  need  for  increased  attention  to  food 
h3?-giene.  The  fact  that  it  has  been  unnecessary  to  take  any 
formal  action  in  respect  of  premises  indicates  the  co-operation 
that  has  been  achieved.  There  is,  however,  no  room  for  complacency 
and  much  remains  to  be  done  to  achieve  all  that  is  desirable. 

I  have  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  support  and  my 
fellow  Officers,  in  particular  those  in  my  o\m  department,  for 
their  assistance  and  co-operation  during  the  period.

Host  of  the  first  group  of  houses  on  the  Gypsy  Lane  estate  vjere 
lot  during  1955  and  included  9  bungalows.  The  bungalow  accommodation 
has  proved  extre.aely  popular  and  there  is  undoubtedly  a  considerable 
need  for  this  type  of  accommodation.  ‘There  are  many  elderly  couples 
and  single  persons,  both  in  the  Council’s  own  houses  and  on  the 
housing  list  who  would  welcome  the  allocation  of  this  type  of 
acGoroiiodation.  There  is  inevitably  a  tendency  also  for  agod  persons 
to  gravitate  to  slum  property  and  the  proportion  of  such  people  to 
whom  it  will  be  required  to  offer  accommodation  is  quite  high.  It 
may  bo  said  that  flats  ar'-'  an  alternative  and  whilst  the  present 
type  of  flat  vaiich  the  Council  has  built  provides  good  accoimnodation, 
gonerally  speaking  I  v/ould  say  that  flats  are  not  popular,  particu¬ 
larly,  those  on  the  first  floor.  I  see  no  advantage  in  building 
flats  as  opposed  to  bungalov^s  since  the  costs  must  be  very  little 
different. 


The  maintenance  of  the  Council’s  houses  is,  in  spite  of 
difficulties,  being  kept  at  a  high  level.  Rising  costs  have  in¬ 
creased  the  figure  spent  on  maintenance  considerably  over  the  last 
few  years.  The  older  houses  too  have  reached  the  stage  where  they 
are  in  need  of  certain  major  repairs  such  as  the  renevjal  of  unsatis¬ 
factory,  d  mp  or  rotted  floors.  An  attempt  is  also  being  made  to 
provide  up-to-date  facilities  vdiere  possible.  It  is  pleasing  to 
note  that  all  cottage  ranges  have  now  been  replaced  by  nev;  firegrates. 
The  abolition  of  damp  tile  floors  and  their  replacement  by  thermo¬ 
plastic  tiles  is  now  in  hand.  It  is  with  great  difficulty  however 
that  the  standard  has  boon  achieved  with  the  labour  force  at  ny  dis¬ 
posal.  The  Council  has  nov;  altered  the  direct  labour  establishment 
to  includo  a  plambcr,  I  submitted  to  the  Council  also  a  case  for 
the  emplo3nient  of  an  additional  bricklayer  and  labourer.  This  was 
rejected  and  the  accuiiulated  work  put  out  to  private  Contractors, 
h/hilst  this  procedure  enabled  the  work  to  be  brought  reasonably  up-

I  ara  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  lOO^o  meat  inspection 
has  been  carried  out  at  the  slaughterhouses.  The  amount  of  neat 
condemned  during  the  two  years  was  9  tons  1  cwt  96  lbs.  in  1955 
and  5  tons  9  cwts  60  lbs.  during  1956.  This  is  a  very  great 
decrease  on  previous  3''oars  which  is  largel3r  accounted  for  537-  the 
fact  that  comparativel37-  few  casualty  animals  are  now  sent  in  for 
slaughter.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  animals  in  1955  affected  v;ith 
cysticercosis  reached  2.97fj  of  all  beasts  slaughtered.  The  all 
round  quality  of  meat  which  passes  through  the  slaughterhouses 
is  VGr3!^  high  indeed.  The  principal  reasons  for  condemnation  are 
stated  hereunder.

No  other  change  tooJr  place  during  the  tv/o  years  and  the  source 
of  supply  has  been  adequate  and  of  good  qualit37-.  Results  of 
chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis  follo-j. 

DTuilNmGE  IC'D  SF.^RAGE 

During  1955  2G9  yo.rC.s  of  S-  sevi/er  and  S3  yards  of  9-’  sewer 
were  laid  on  tlio  nevj  G37’ps3^  Lane  Housing  Estate.  Ho  other  additions 
to  tho  sewerage  system  were  made. 


The  first  stage  of  tho  sewage  disposal  works  which  ivas  completed 
in  1954,  fujictioning  by  itself  clearly  was  as  great  a  nuisance 
incomplete  as  was  the  old  land  irrigation  scheme.  The  Council 
accordingly  felt  it  essential  that  the  remainder  of  the  scheme  to 
complotc  the  vjorks  should  be  put  in  hand,  V/ork  on  this  second 
stage  was  in  progress  during  1956, 


PJFU.E  pIoPOSfiL 

There  has  been  no  c.h.-. nge  in  tho  c  llection  and  dispose..!  of 
refuse  during  the  2  ye.  rs  although  the  Surve3’'or  has  reported 
difficult37  in  j.eaint£  ini.  .g  a  weekly  collection  due  to  the  increasing 
number  of  prejoises  from  vjhich  coliection  has  to  be  made. 

IIC^'EAHLE  D:JELLimS 

Continued  action  .lias  beon  necessary  'v.dth  regard  to  itinerant 
caravan  dwellers  whoso  livelihood  demands  a  stay  of  several  weeks 
in  an3’’  particular  ares.  Tho  present  inadequate  and  confused  sta'  e 
of  the  iegislaticn  .makes  their  control  difficult.  It  is  apparent 
that  the  need  for  a  carravan  site  on  which  vans  ma3'’  be  stationed  botl 
permanently  and  casually  must  be  satisfied.
